After nearly half a century tt the mass migration to Britain 
continues unabated: ~ ional 


AN INVESTIGATION by a national newspaper has revealed that 
there are now in the region of ONE MILLION illegal immigrants 
in London alone. Once in this country the immigrants disappear 
into the system, working at first in the black economy and then 
using false documents to obtain.council. homes and benefits. 

Since virtually no checks are made by the authorities, in view of 
the ‘sensitive’ nature of immigration issues, the chances of 
apprehension are almost nil. Among those who come to the 
attention of the Government only 5% are ever sent home - and 
those apprehended only represent a fraction of the illegals. 

As the Government's own former Chief Immigration Officer, 
Peter Tompkins, revealed recently the official figures for 
immigration are a sham. He estimated immigration to be running 
at 120,000 a year - on the most moderate assumptions. Some 
immigration officers have given an estimate of up to 250,000 a year! 

Port immigration officers have described themselves as ‘fighting 
a losing battle. It's like poking your finger in a leaking dam wall’. 

Mass immigration has now continued unabated since 1948, when 
the 'Empire Windrush’ sailed up the Thames with the first major 
post-war influx of people from the Third World. After nearly half 


a century the flood continues. 


100,000 ASIANS 


Asians are now making Russia a 
Staging post for entry to Britain - 
which is the preferred Western 
country on account of its welfare 
benefits and ‘anti-racist’ industry. 

100,000 Asians, out of a total of 
at least 500,000 illegals in Russia 
who intend to migrate, are poised 
to enter Britain with the help of the 
now multi-million pound immigrant 
smuggling industry. 

Iliegals are now passing through 
ports by the lorry load. The head of 
Kent's new police task force to 
combat immigration, Detective 
Inspector Tony Masters, says that a 
national organisation is needed. 

Since hardly anyone caught is ever 
returned to their country of origin 
this suggestion would seem pointless 
- but may well be adopted by the 
Government to trick public opinion 
into believing that effective action is 
being taken - as has happened so 
often before.

SUSPENDED FROM JOB 


Hackney's Housing Director has 
been suspended after exposing a 
massive illegal immigrant racket 
within the Council. 

Bernard Crofton gave a report 
detailing the racket to Hackney's 
Finance Director Michael Craig. 
The Chief Executive of the Council, 
Jerry White, immediately suspended 
Mr. Crofton, and ordered him not 
to talk to the Press about what was 
happening! 

Mr. Crofton said in the report 
that many Council staffwere illegal 
immigrants, wh¢ had entered Britain 
as 'holiday-makers'. Once here they 
were given jobs by Hackney, using 
bogus identities and references, and 
with the help of council staff- many 
of whom were fellow countrymen. 

Council staff were using their 
positions to obtain public housing, 


and to fraudulently obtain money 
for housing benefit. Some presented 
themselves as homeless, under 
further false identities, to obtain 
benefits. Flats were used to order 
goods by fraud, which were then 
exported and the bill left unpaid. 

Mr. Crofton earlier led a battle to 
evict criminals from oie pa estates 
in the area. 

A former Housing Director has 
said that he was threatened by a 
group calling themselves the 
‘League Against Racist Managers’, 
when he attempted to fight 
irregularities.

‘SCRAP YOUR BOATS' 


THE GOVERNMENT is to pay 
Britain's fishermen £53 million 
pounds to scrap as many boats as 
possible - while imports of white 
fish have soared to 70% of our 
consumption. 

In the last four years the amount 
of fish many of our trawlers are 
allowed to catch has been halved 
from 12 to 6 tons a month. Twenty 
years ago only 15% of our white 
fish was imported, now nearly 
three-quarters of what we eat adds 
to our massive trade imbalance. 

Meanwhile foreign boats flood 
into the waters we have 
traditionally fished. Many of their 
own areas have been destroyed 
by overfishing with fine mesh nets. 
The Government's policy is to 
allow them to do exactly the same 


EDWARD HEATH 


In 1972 Prime Minister Edward 
Heath, without even consulting Par- 
liament, signed away our entire fish 
stocks as a 'common European re- 
source’. 

The Spanish have told the EC that 
they will block the entry of Austria 
Finland and Sweden unless they get 
exactly what they want - hence the 
present fishing deal. Britain has to pay 
for the rampant ambitions of Euro- 
pean politicians who care not a fig for 
the UK and its people. 


SECRET TREATY 


The Spanish have been registering 
their boats under the British flag for 


in our waters. 

Thousands of jobs among the 
30,000 strong industry will 
disappear in our ports, and many 
of Britain's 6,500 fishing boats 


will be scrapped. 80% of EC fish | 
is in British waters - allowing us 


to be potentially self sufficient - 
yet under the Common Fisheries 
Policy we have to beg Europe for 
fish!

The 
date has now been advanced to 1996, 
under a treaty originally hatched in 
secret in Brussels. 


EC AND BRITAIN 


Membership of the EC has been a 
disaster for Britain, as it was intended 
to be. The objective of the whole racket 
is to reduce Britain to a business park 
ripe for exploitation by foreign busi- 
ness interests. 

The Common Agricultural Policy 
has increased the cost of food by £20 
per week for every family. Butter costs 
64p. a half pound, while the world 
market price is only 29p. 


THE FAILING Tory Party has lost 
its biggest financial contributor 
United Biscuits. The company said 
that 'in view of the increasingly 
international nature of its business 
it is now inappropriate to make 
contributions to any political party 
in the UK or in any other country'. 

The Conservatives have already lost 
several major contributors in the last 
year. Even British Airways has 
stopped its contribution.What the 
withdrawal of company support spells 
out is what our political parties do not 
want to admit to Britain. 

The power of multi-national enter- 
prises is now so great that they no 
longer need to influence events indi- 
rectly through political parties. The 
pretence that the Tories control Brit- 
ain 1s increasingly a sham for public 
consumption. United Biscuits recently 
closed its KP crisps plant in Grimsby, 
with a loss of 980 jobs 

The irony is that the Tories, who 
have worked to bring about such a 
Situation, should now find their own 
days numbered as a result - having 
outlived their purpose! Labour serves 
exactly the same ends as the Tories, as 
voters will discover after the next 
election if Tony 'Bambi' Blair becomes 
Prime Minister. 

The United Biscuits announcement 
offers a rare public glimpse of the 
realities behind the empty rhetoric of 
the three main parties about what they 
will do if elected. They can rely on a 
British electorate which simply does 
not yet understand that our economy

is being dismantled, and moved to 
Third World countries. 

The BNP is the only party which 
continues to tell the truth about what 
is really happening in the world 
economy, and the appalling outlook 
for this country.

Under the new rules the foreign 
enterprise may be able to find a 
country it operates in with laws 
barring such disclosures, and take 
legal action here under those laws.

Last August the restaurant was fined £9,000 forthe underpants 
affair. A further fine of £4,000 was imposed in November. The 
owners, Giash Uddin and Syed Ahmed, admitted the offences 
after they were summonsed by Bristol's Health Department. 

Uddin and Ahmed, who had been trading since 1972, said that 
they had done their best to improve hygiene, but it was difficult 
for builders to work while the restaurant was operating. All the 
work required had now been done. Prosecuting, Mr. Dale Collins 
said that there was a considerable risk of public contamination 
fromthe ‘quite well known food outlet’. Uddin and Ahmed claimed 
to have now sold the business, and no longer to play any part in 
running it.

IRAQI ASYLUM SEEKER Talal Al Hussain, is not 
happy with his lot in Britain.

Mr. Hassain said he liked Britain, but the handouts 
were too small.

Mr. Hussain's family, with a 
wife and two children, receives £100 per week in tax free 
cash plus £140 for a three bedroomed privately rented 
house. His ten week stay in Britain has so far cost 
taxpayers £4,838 - including £1000 in legal aid. 

At just over £480 per week Mr. Hassain's presence in 
Britain will cost us a mere £25,000 in the first year! Since 
only 5% of asylum seekers have their claims validated, 
but only 5% are ever sent back to their own countries, 
Mr. Hassain may with us for a very long while. 

All 'asylum seekers’ are entitled to 90% of income 
support immediately they arrive. Last year the 
Government announced a crackdown on foreign 
scroungers. The long suffering British public have heard 
that one for the last thirty years!

AN OUTRAGED city demanded action against mob 
violence when a gang wielding martial arts weapons 
rampaged through Bath injuring seven people - two 
seriously.

chains. 


Police believe that the same gang left a trail of damage 
in the city last July, when shop windows were smashed 
and two residents were attacked in their homes. 

The latest rampage began in a club early on Saturday 
morning. Four men were injured. The gang then went to 
a nearby car park and attacked three more people, beating 
one unconscious, and knocking out the teeth of another. 
At 3am. a man was robbed nearby and a motorist had a 
rock thrown through the window of his car. 

City Centre Manager Kim Paumier called for the 
offenders to be punished in way which would make it 
clear that Bath would not tolerate lawlessness. Bath 
depends on tourism for its livelyhood, and the present 
crime wave could affect the image of the city. : 
© Three men have been arrested and charged with viol- 
ent disorder and GBH following the attacks. 
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Angela Cusick, 26, had her front teeth knocked out by a 

gang at this branch of Sock Shop in Bath a few days before 
the latest rampage by the martial arts thugs. She attempted 
to call police after goods were stolen from the city centre 
shop, which she manages. The telephone was snatched 
from her hand and smashed into her face by the thieves, 

breaking several of her teeth.

SENTENCED TO 
SIT DOWN! 


A MAN who accumulated £818 
in unpaid fines was sentenced 
by magistrates to sit down for 
the rest of the day - instead of 
paying off the amount owed! 

Jozeph Rollings, aged 25, was 
brought before Bristol mag- 
istrates after failing to pay fines 
for a string of motoring 
offences, and handling stolen 
goods. The fines had remained 
unpaid for 14 months, and came 
to lightwhen Rollings appeared 
before the court after 
committing the same offences 
again. 

The magistrates could have 
jailed him for failing to pay - but 
opted for a sentence designed 
to bring terror into the hearts of 
all those contemplating 
breaches of the law! 

The bench ordered him to sit 
at the back of the court for the 
rest of the day! 

The day after the sentence 
Rollings walked into the local 


police station and laughed in 
Officer's faces. Not only had the 
court transmuted the unpaid 
fines into a period of ‘sitting’, 
but he had been given a 
conditional discharge for 
driving without insurance, a 
licence, or an MOT certificate.

Asian gang warfare 
reaches Scotland 


AN ASIAN terror gang is bringing 
fear to Glasgow's Pollokshields area. 
Police believe it to be the first 
organised Asian gang in Scotland. 

Thirty Asians armed with knives, 
hammers, and clubs were involved in 
a bloody street battle recently which 
hospitalised three men. No one would 
help police who enquired into the inci- 
dent, and the gang are running riot 
because witnesses are too frightened 
to come forward. 


Police investigations have been 
abandoned in the face of lack of 
evidence. Local police Superintendent 
Eric Webb said "I am very concerned 
about increasing violence among eth- 
nic minority groups. There is a wall of 
Silence” 

Shopkeepers in the area are said to 
be terrified. The gang is thought to 
have attacked a white youth in a res- 
taurant shortly before the major street 
violence occurred. 


London's smartest areas are now 
plagued with muggings by well organised 
gangs and individuals, mainly black. 
Watch robberies, carried out in broad 
daylight, have become very common. 


Leon Blackwood, who raped a 
woman after stealing her watch, 
leaving her devastated and 
frightened to be alone.

BIRMINGHAM TO HOST EUROPE'S BIGGEST HINDU TEMPLE 


Residents of Tividale, near 
Birmingham, are up in arms at 
plans to build Europe's biggest 
Hindu temple on their open space. 
Costing £3.5m. thetemple, if built, 
will destroy the only remaining 
green space between Birmingham 
and Dudiey.

PERFORMANCE MANAGEMENT AND EQUAL OPPORTUNITIES 


The national results of performance assessment for 1993/4 were published in the July 
edition of ReveNews, with the Executive Office split included in the September 
edition. Since then, we have done some further analysis of the results for equal 
opportunities purposes. The attached tables compare the results of women with men 
and of white staff with those from ethnic minorities. 


The analysis shows that, overall, proportionately less women received exceed 
and extra loaded markings than men. And the increase in not met markings this year 
was significantly greater for women than for men. Not all the figures for ethnic 
minority staff are statistically significant due to the small numbers involved. But on the 
face of it the evidence shows that, overall, white staff have done better than ethnic 
minority staff in terms of exceeds and extra loaded markings and the increase in those 
markings over the 1992/3 position was significantly greater for white staff. 


3: We are tackling this in two ways. First, as part of a longer term project to 
improve the representation of women and people from ethnic miniontties at senior 
levels, we are looking at barriers and ways of overcoming them. And second, in the 
medium term, we are looking at the reasons underlying the results. We have therefore 
asked TMS Management Consultants, who as a result of the Chairman's second quality 
review for 1992/3 are already exploring the reasons underlying the results for ethnic 
minority staff for that vear, to include the 1993/4 figures in their review. We will also 
be doing some further analysis, with expert help, on the results for women. I will let 
you know the outcome of this work as soon as J can

ISRAEL'S RACE LAWS 


Remember the Nazis? They were 
the people who ran Germany dur- 
ing the 1930s. and early 1940s. 
The regime so beloved of British 
TV stations that they will never 
allow viewers to forget it for even 
one day. 

The Nazis had 'racist' laws which 
they saw as necessary to protect 
their community. Nowadays such 
laws would not be tolerated. Any 
state which had such rules would be 
internationally condemned, with 
demonstrations outside its embas- 
sies - or would it? 

Foremost since the Second World 
War in condemning ‘racism' is of 
course Israel, which is particularly 
vocal on the question of the Nazis 
and their ‘racism’. The recent rev- 
elation that Israel has race laws simi- 
lar to those of the Nazis may be 
regarded by some as particularly 
shocking. 


MONOPOLY 


~ There is no civil marriage in Is- 

rael, and Rabbis have a monopoly 
on issuing marriage licences.

A rabbinical court has ruled that no

marrying as non-Jews. The equiva- 
lent in British terms would be for a 
white Australian to be barred from 
marrying a Londoner. 


CONTEMPT 


Zeev Chafets, one of Israel's lead- 
ing journalists, was forced to marry 
his wife outside Israel, since she is not 
a Jew. "It is easy to imagine the con- 
tempt we would feel for acountry that 
prohibited Jews from marrying Gen- 
tiles in the name of ethnic or religious 
purity" he said. Chafets, a former 
head of the Government information 
office, received a flood of hostile 
letters when he said he did not care if 
his children were regarded as Jewish.

for a two day meeting concerning 
party strategy. 

The main objective was to discuss, 
among other issues, the party's 
progress, and to set the agenda for 
1995. 

The national political situation has 
changed radically during the last few 
months, and the BNP must respond 
to the new situation ina manner which 
will maximise the very great new 
opportunities. 


OTHER PARTIES 


Since the last similar conference 
Labour has enjoyed the benefit of a 
new leader - who has been tempo- 
rarily successful in concealing from 
the public the real face of Labour. 
The Tories, on the other hand, find 
themselves in massive disarray, with 


an unprecedented poll shortfall com- 
pared with Labour. | 
Labour's honeymoon, under the 
leadership of Mr. Blair, is already 
showing signs of coming to an end - 
benefitting the BNP in Labour areas. 


ELECTIONS 


The conference discussed exten- 
sively the optimum approach to forth- 
coming elections by the BNP, and the 
continuing need to frame party activi- 
ties to meet a very rapidly changing 
situation. It is clear that the public 
mood is shifting rapidly, and this may 
be seen in the character of media 
coverage on national issues. 

The conference was addressed by 
Party Chairman John Tyndall, who 
emphasised the accelerating public 
disillusion with the main parties. 

National Activities Organiser Ri- 
chard Edmonds told the conference 
that electoral activities, particularly 
local elections, were the way forward 


for the party. 


BENEFITS 


All those who attended emphasised 
how useful the meeting had been in 
formulating a cohesive strategy for 
the party. One delegate pointed to the 
need for the frequency of meetings of 
this kind to reflect the very fluid po- 
litical background, in which the un- 
expected can intervene at any time. 

The conference agreed anumber of 
changes to the party's approach to its 
activities. The BNP will reap the ben- 
efits during the coming months!

The BNP intensively campaigned 
in two East London by-elections 
during January - Peter Hart was 
the very strong candidate in 
Newham's South Ward and the 
very experienced David King is 
standing in Weavers Ward in 
Tower Hamlets. 

The Newham result, due on Janu- 
ary 26, arrived too late for inclusion 
in this issue of BN, but a good result 
was expected in a mainly white 
area. 

All activists will be expected to 
support David King's campaign 
during February - polling day Feb- 
ruary 23. 

The main issue in the Newham 
campaign was the Labour Council's 
plan to make the entire southern 
part of the borough, including South 
Ward, a minority white area. They 
call this building a balanced com- 
munity’! 

In Tower Hamlets Labour have 
infuriated residents with their plans 
for a massive homosexual festival 
next summer, on which we report 
elsewhere in this issue. The Labour 
Council also plan to get rid of white 
staff and replace them with immi- 
grants - but are lying low on this

A YEAR AGO the BNP entered a 
new era in its history and 
progression. The new era is now 
unfolding, presenting unrivalled 
opportunities - and unrivalled 
demands on us both as a party and 
as individuals. 

Just over a year ago the BNP won 
its first election, with Derek Beackon's 
magnificent victory in Millwall. Al- 
though Councillor Beackon lost his 
seat last May, the Council elections 
at that time gave the party by far the 
greatest and most widespread elec- 
tion successes ever achieved by any 
nationalist party. 

In Newham we were within 60 votes 
of winning a seat, with votes in the 
20-30% bracket all over the East End 
of London. Too many people have 
allowed themselves to focus on the 
loss of a Council seat, and not on the 
tremendously encouraging overall 
results of electoral activity. 


HUGE INCREASE 


Even our enemies 1n the media were 
forced to admit to the ‘huge increase’ 
in the BNP vote. In the Dagenham 
parliamentary by-election we retained 
our deposit for the first time. The 
Mail on Sunday described it as a 
‘disturbing success’. 

Inevitably some of the old methods 
and approaches of the BNP have be- 
come redundant, and new priorities 


adopted. Much new blood has come 
into the party during the last year. 

1993 and 1994 saw concerted cam- 
paigns to divide the BNP and foster 
defection - let alone the criminal ac- 
tivities of communist groups who 
attacked and injured our members. 

The attempts to destroy the BNP 
failed completely, and our movement 
is now even stronger and more deter- 
mined for the experience. 

Various pressures were applied by 
the liberal establishment. A series of 
'smear' television programmes were 
shown, often so ‘over the top’ that one 
wondered at the naivety of the TV 
companies. 


POLITICAL CHANGE 


The big national political change of 
1994 was the death of John Smith, 
and the election of a superficially 
personable new Labour leader, Tony 
"Bambi' Blair. 

Blair is currently enjoying a honey- 
moon period founded on empty rheto- 
ric of unprecedented vapidity. Nev- 
ertheless Labour is enjoying great 
popularity. The swing to Labour is 
likely to be the dominating feature of 
British politics for the next two or 
three years - until we have a Labour 
Government in office for long enough 
to show people that nothing has 
changed. 

Against this background the BNP 


can continue to build on its big votes. 
The important thing is to work to 
increase our percentages, and to win 
the votes of disillusioned Tories - of 
which there are now millions. Some 
new approaches will be needed to 
achieve this objective. 


TRAINING 


We need a continuation of the in- 
creased emphasis on preparation for 
elections, which has marked party 
development during the 1990s. At 
the same time the party must not 
allow the importance of elections to 
deflect it from other vital areas of 
activity. The education and training 
of members in political methods and 
leadership is of particular importance. 


OLD ORDER 


As the old order of British politics 
collapses, 1995 offers immense op- 
portunities to our movement. The 
political establishment have no ideas 
whatsoever to solve the problems Brit- 
ain faces - indeed their whole strat- 
egy is to pretend that the real prob- 
lems do not exist! Even some of their 
own supporters complain about the 
constant evasions and lies put for- 
ward by their leaders. 

Let us grasp the new opportunities 
eagerly, and continue the great 
progress of the year just gone!
